1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is respectfully 
submitted that Per Applicant's Remarks, filed 01/07/04, the Watanabe reference in view of the 
Fukuda reference fails to teach or suggest all of the Umitations of independent claim 3, as 
proposed in the current amendment. More particularly, the Watanabe reference in view of the 
Fukuda reference fails to teach or suggest a transistor comprising, in part, at least one upper 
source contact extending through a second barrier layer, the at least one upper source contact 
being in electrical communication with an individual source contact land, and at least one upper 
drain contact extending through a second barrier layer, the at least one upper drain contact being 
in electrical communication with an individual drain contact land.
